brms of dash lights aro pretty much tbo 
samu, in that tboy put tho light just where 


not wanted, illuminating tho horso's toil 


and hips and tho buggy thills with a bril- 
ianco quite unnecessary, which intensifies 
:ho blackness of tho shadow cast by them 
ust where ono most wishes to see clearly. 
"My light is a common tubular lanwni, 


with a reflector, and a spring for attachment 
to tho dash. In phico of putting It on tho 
dash, I slipped tho spring ovor tho middle of 
tho breast collar, directly in front of tha 
horao. Every port of the road in front of 
mo woi plainly seen, so I could drive with 
as much confidence as in broad daylight. 
The conditions necessary for success aro a 
ovel headed horso, with fair breadth of 
chest, and a shoulder strap attached to thu 
check hook, to prevent tho lantern sagging 
down between tho horso's logs when for any 
reason tho traces slack. It would be well to 
iavo a short strap sowed' to tho inside of the 
breast collar, to slip the spring through, so 
as to prevent any lateral motion."—Scientific 
American.
